‘fo the ordinary readér net familar, with 
details the question will of course present 
itscdlf why the Customs, whose record for 
‘fair dealing is so. well establiched, should 
countenance ® ‘condition -of: things 80 
opposed .to’ their -traditions.. The reason 
is to be found in Sir. Roserr Haxt’s 
decision to: keep separate the inland and 
interport “trade and steamers. With the 
opening of inland waters to foreign steamers 
the Customs at Canton found themselves in 
the position of being forced to uphold the 
I. G's decision, and at the came time to 
reconcile it.to a state .of. things which had 
existed for years previous to the opening. 
In practice they found this impossible and 
so they uot. unnaturally decided “that if 
differential treatment «there raust be. it 
should fall on the foreign steamer ; and that 
the onus for remedying this state of things 
primarily resta with the British authorities 
who. initiated ibe concession. _ Of. course 
veryone admits. that the separation of 
“ipland” and “ interport”- boats ‘was. a

cord the expression of our regret at the loss we 
have sustained in the death of Mr. Charles F. 
Harton, who for several years acted as ono of 
the stewarda and rendered valuable assistance at 
our meetings. Yon have just heard tho Clerk 
of the Course read hia report for the past year, 
and the uecounts from the Hon. Troasurer have 
been in your hands for some time. There, ac- 
counts fave no doubt been eurefully studied. 
As-yon will note, wo commenced the year with 
a debit balance of $20,742.38, and :this haa, .I 
am glad to say, bean reduced to $10,850.58, 
showing a yain-in revenue of $9,621.80, which I 
think you will readily admit indicates a healthy 
condition of our finances. In common with 
all other institutions, our expenditurs shows an 
increase noder most headings, that for labour 
being perhaps most conspicuous, owing to the 
necessity for engaging outside assistunce during 
the annual Race Mevting and the general rise 
in-wages. The item of turniture inchides not 
enly the new Coffee Room. furniture und other 
requirements, but also the cost of tho new 
private stands which were constructed for con- 
yenience of owners and jockeys and members of 
the club, and which wore. so much appreciated 
at the last megting. As you will remember, 
admission to theso reserved enclosures was by 
tickets issued by the Clerk of tho Course und 
the Hon. Treasurer. In reference to this mat- 
ter, I may mention that while on some counts 
it may be régrettod that there are places to 
which a ticket forthe Grand Stand will not 
give admission, this has .beon caused by the 
large increase of the commanity necessitating 
some, provision for the conseryution on the 
privileges of members, Notwithstending. the 
extra expenditure. just alleded to, the values of 
the prizes contributed by the Clab at the list 
meeting showed no diminution. A reference 
to the accounts will show that while the en- 
tries and nominations. amounted to $5,580, 
the suma returned stakes ond given in 
35.55. On the Credit 
side, all itoms of revenue show a material ad- 
vanco on those for the previous year. With re- 
gard to the faturethe Clerk of the Course tells us 
that the buildings are all in good repair, and we 
need not anticipate eny extraordinary expendi- 
ture on the stables, Certain improvements to 
the.

“PHR OLD GAME AND THE NEW, - 
Rugby football. the last twenty yearg’dmits: 
of no doubt. In fact, I kriow -of no other na- 
‘tional gome which hus changed so greatly. In 
their main features tho principles of the game 


‘| are -the name, but the ,tyle of play. hes altered’ 


immensely, In’ discussing this subject with 
Rugby football ployers of twenty years ago, it 
is often dificult (sometimes impossible) to con- 
wince them that the methods of play haye chang- 
ed for the better, . Théro-seeme to bea tendency 
on the part of old’ players to shut their eyes to 
the fact that the game has impreved, and this is 
especially, the case with men who had places in 
tho forward ranks, They se9m to be so enam~- 
oured with the old “bullocking ” forward game 
that thoy think scorn of the present atyle; but, 
spesking as « three-quarter whose actual playing 
experience covered the whole period of dovelop- 
ment, from the old-fashioned days of closo 
forward, play and two full backs till the 
gensral: adoption and perfection of the four 
three-quarter system, I must give it as my opin- 
fon that the game has greatly changed for the 
better, both for the players and the spectators, 
In the ‘old days ‘the game was practically, con- 
fined to the forwards, and the backs, especially 
the three-quartors, had very little to do peyond 
stopping yusles and watching the forwards ;. 
now the backs take a great part in the actual 
play, and the game is pleasanter to watch and 
to play than it was Auring the seventies and the 
early eighties. I think we can justly claim 
that Wales has had more to do with this im- 
provement than either of the other countries, 
since Wales is admitted to be the pioneer’ of the 
open game. a 

' THE OLD GAME. 

In speaking of the old game no. one will 
expect me to go back to those ancient times, 
when an English king thought it uecessary: to 
discourage football because the youth. of the 
period were devoting 50 much sttention to it 
that archery suffered; nor hall E attempt to 
deal: with curious local customs in which Shrove 


" Pyesday diversions in the streets are dignified by 


the name of football, "And though we derive our 
game from Rugby School it is unnecessary. to 
deal with “Bigside.” The “oll game " to 
which I propose to refer is that game which 
grew up in all parts of the kingdom at the time 
the Rugby Union was established. It wes in 
1871, I believe, that the firat code of laws re- 
gulating the game was adopted, and the method 
of play of which I have the earliost recollection 
was due to tho effort to carry out those rules in 
whet the various clus thought was the best 
manner possible... One thing which the new 
rules did was to entirely abolish hacking. Old 
payera have told me thut before this rule way 


of men who were not on particularly. good terme

‘The old. player 
went on till he had not an effort left; the 
modern player gives up his work to another 
(even though he. might posaibly go further) at 
that. point where judgment tells him that tho 
success of the team is-more likely to be served: 
‘by passing, The modern game has taught us, 
as the whole apirit of modern life has shown us, 
that combination is better than individualism, 
that ‘unselfishnoss is better than selfishness, and 
the new-game, where the members of s team 
work together and for each other, is more in- 
terdsting to players. prettier to watch, and more 
successful in winning games than the old style.
